But this, he said, does not lessen the danger of radia- 
tion. 

“Tt can't affect plants. too much in the long run, you 
know, because living competition among plants is very 
keen. Any plants with retrogressive mutations get smoth- 
ered and the defects die out. 2 


Plants Serve as Gaue 


“But not so with humans: you don't knock out people. - , 
Life competition among humans is nil, which means that. 
the race will get weaker as the number of defects in- 
creases 

“Ti's like diabetes; in a few ‘generations, most of the 
people in the. world will be sufferers because instead of the 
disease killing people, modern medicine ‘keeps them alive 
and they can pass it onto their children,” 

These defects do not show up right away with humans 
—but the plants, with a new generation every year, can 
serve as a gauge, he-said. 

And, says Dr. Newton: “Mutation among plants is 
more frequént now. Thus, it is apparent that radiation is 
affecting them,’ 

Miss Melburn states she has an open mind on the sub- 
ect. 

: “There is a great incidence of albinism this year, espe- | 
cially among the camass . . . much more than usual, | 
far more than. in any. other year since I came to Victoria 
eight years ago. } 
“But I -wouldn’t know what to attribute it to; I know | 
some people suspect fallout, but I couldn't say one way or 
the other.”
